NOTES OF THE WEEK. | 


There is no improvement in the state of affairs in Roumania. There is no 
‘ndication that the Roumanian Government will rescind or modify the Hawking 
Law, which has evidently been designed to render the position of the Jews in 
Roumania unbearable. It seems that nothing can be done. Roumania has chosen 
to obtain a position in Europe by a distinct fraud: she has obteined rights under 


- false pretences. It is clear now that there never was the intention to treat Rou- 


manian Jews as the European Powers dictated they should be treated. Interna- 
tional law has no means of punishing such a breach of faith. But there may 
still be a Nemesis awaiting this act of international dishonesty. If ever Rou- 
mania has to appeal to Europe for a further extension or protection of her own 
rights, it will ve remembered how little her promises are to be trusted. She 
will find that her credit has been seriously shaken by this act of repudiation. 


Baron Henry de Worms'’s able letter andthe sympathetic leader of the Times 
elicited by it have placed the long list of Roumania’s misdeeds towards her Jews 
in a clear light before public opinion. As Baron de Worms points out, public 
protest is the only weapon remaining by which Roumania can be affected. It is, 
however, to be feared that a country that has resisted the official protest of the 
Powers which granted her freedom will remain indifferent to any expression of 
public opinion. Fear of the inroad of Russian Jews may account for the delay 
in granting a better position to Jews in Roumania thaa Jews possess in Russia. 
But it cannot explain or extenuate the heaping up of additional burdens, or the 
infraction of the condition upon which the independence of Roumania was pro- 
vided for by the Berlin Treaty. . 


A Parisian journal, La Ville de Paris, has conceived the idea of advocating 
the foundation of an anti-fanatical league, whose primary object it shall be to 
combat anti-Semitism. France is called upon to take the initiative in this move- 
ment, and to settle the programme of the anti-fanatical alliance. In the opinion 
of the originator of the plan, the principal points in the programme should be 
the following : to bring pressure to bear, through the medium of the interna- 
tional press, on those governments, such as Roumuania, which do not sufficiently 
stem the tide of anti-Semitism; to urge those governments, through moral 
suasion, not to transgress obligations which bive been imposed upon them 
by treaties ; and if those treaties are continually evadcd, then a universal appeal 
should be made to humanity. 
enough, but we fear that the programme which it has sketched out for the 
“ Ligue anti-Fanatique ’ would not have the desired end. Appeals to humanity 
are all very well in their way, and are often productive of excellent results ; 
but experience has shown that Roumania is deaf to such appeals. A collective 
and powerful remonstrance by the Great Powers inight, perhaps, recall her 
to reason and lead her to treat the Jews with justice. 


The Harkavy MS. scarcely comes with the pretensions attaching to the now 
notorious Shapira rolls. But what it loses in importance it seems to gain in 
authenticity. Though the story of its origin is by no means clear or satisfactory, 
the characters in which the MS. is written seems to be less suspicious than the 


crude imitations of the Moabite signs which formed the body of the Shapira MS. 


Semitic paleography is now sufticiently advanced to enable students to determine 
the age and locality ofany collection of letters. ‘The new forms, however, in the 
manuscript now in St. Petersburg scarcely fall into any of the recognised rubrics 
and we must await careful scrutiny on the part of experts before the question of 
locality isdetermined. As regards the age of the MS., the fact that the scribe 


has appended an acrostic on his own name serves as a clue. Acrostics onl y came 


into vogue'in Hebrew literature about the eighth century, and this reduces the | 


question of age within narrow limits. 


A communication from M. le Blant, of Rome, was read at a recent mceting 
of the Académie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, in Paris, of which he is a 
member, respecting Jewish burial places in the Eternal City. In this communi- 


cation the writer observes, that although the Jews lived in large numbers in 
ancient Rome, but very few of their places of sepulture have been met with. 


Bosio, the first explorer of the catacombs, found one of these cemeteries at the 
Portese Gate, but it has since been lost. Another, with painted chambers, 
inscriptions, and sarcophagi, was lately discovered at the Vigna Randanini, on the 


_ Appian Way. . It is now open to visitors... A third, but.of little importance, was. 


found in 1867, at the Vigna Cimarra, near the Church of St. Sebastian, and very 
Tecently Signor Marruchi found a fourth on the Labicane Way, at the Vigna 
Appolloni. He unearthed there a tomb on which was sculptured the seven- 
branched candlestick, the lulab and cedar-tree, and also, among other articles, the 
débris of two Hebrew epitaphs, on one being the words Amen Shalom Beth, and 
on the other the expression Nuah. There were also a few fragments of Jewish 
inscriptions in the Greek language, bearing well-known formulas. Signor 
Marucchi has remarked that the cemetery on the Labicane Way was connected 
with a centre of Jewish population, just as those on the Portese and Appian Ways 
served the Jews of the Trastevere andthe Capene Gate. A complete account 
of these interesting archwological discoveries, as well as fac-similes of some of 
the relics, would be of considerable value. | |

demolition, in order to make room for local improvements. The Jewish resi-, 
dents in the Ghetto are, it appears, giving the authorities considerable trouble 

Renting, as they have done, apartments in the Via Fiumara, the Via delle Azzi- 
nello, and the adjacent unhealthy courts and alleys, at the incredibly low charge 
of five lire (about 4s. 2d.) per year for each room, and an entire floor for 10 lire 
to 20 lire, they are loth to remove to other quarters, where the rent is naturally 
much higher. Jewish deputations have, therefore, waited on the Prefect and 
the Syndic to pray for a postponement in the demolition of their dwellings, but 
it is scarcely likely that their petition will be complied with. The complete 
destruction of the filthy rookeries, veritable plague spots, which abound on the 
banks of the Tiber, is an event which will be hailed with joy both by residents 
in, and by visitors to, the Italian capital. 


In the course of last Sabbath’s Sedrah (Mp) occurs one of those seeming 
contradictions of cther portions of the Pentateuch which have led some modern 
critics to deny identity of authorship. In Deuteronomy (ch. xv.) where the law 
is laid down with reference to the Feast of Tabernacles, only seven days are men- 
tioned, while in Leviticus (ch. xxiii.) eight days are enumerated. There is no 
inconsistency here. In Deuteronomy only those festivals are referred to which 
had a political bearing, that is to say, those occasions on which the whole nation 
was expected to assemble at Jerusalem. Large concourses of the people for reli- 
gious purposes would also be turned to political objects, especially when, as with 
Israel, Church and State were indistinguishable. Jeroboam recognized this fact 
when he erected the golden calves at Dan and Bethel to prevent the necessity of 
his subjects’ annual pilgrimage to the capital of his rival. Thus in Deuteronomy 
the New Year’s Festival, the Day of Atonement, and the Eighth Day of Taber- 
nacles are omitted because on those festivals the presence of the nation was 
neither demanded by the Law, nor wasit usual. The Eighth Day of Tabernacles 
was always regarded in the Tradition as an independent festival, and many of the 
people left the Holy City on the previous day. This would account for its omis- 
sion 1n AN. 


Mr. G A. Sincox, reviewing “Free Thought and True Thought” (F.. 


Reginald Statham), in the current number of the Academy, hits upon a danger 
peculiar to the present age. In Biblical enquiry criticism carried to excess bids 
fair to entirely stand in the way of progress. In philosophy the tendency of 
recent years has been in the very opposite direction—there has developed the 
discovery that one cannot at every step one takes discuss the abstract possibility 
of motion. We quote Mr. Simcox’s concluding remarks in his own words : 

“Vow much n ore we should know ofthe history of the Hebrew religion if Hebraists did not 
encumber themselves at every step with questions of literary chronology ? Hellenists move more 
freely. They donot find it necessary to go cap a-pie against miracle and prophecy. Real progress 
social and intellectual, ismade by accumulating new facts, by forming new habits to satisfy new. 
needs. A nobletraditicvn lasting through many agesis like an Alpine pass. Each generation tra- 
verses its own stage andits own vVicws, and the last perhaps comes down inte a new world out of 
sight of the magnificent monument of engineering which the latest traveller hag no motive! to 
deface.” 


THE FATAL FIRE. AT PIMLIC9. 


On Friday last, Mr. A. Braxton Hicks, Deputy Coroner for Westminster, opened 
an inquiry at the Board Room, Mount Street Grosvenor Syuare, into the death of 
Mrs. Juliet Marks, Mr. Israel Abrahams, Mr. Mark Abrahams, and Miss Lydia 
Abrahams, who perished in the fire which occurred on the previous Tuesday, at their 
residence, in Wilton Road, Pimlico. There Wasa large attendance of the public. 
Mr. George Vandamm, solicitor, watched the proceedings on behalf of the families 
of the deceased. The Court sat but for a short time, the only evidence taken being 
that of Mr. John Marks, who identified the remains of his mother and other rela- 
tives ; of Mr. F. J. Pearce, M.R.C.S., who had been called in after the firs; and of 
the servant girl, Emily Phipps, who described the position of the rooms, and the 
incidents prior to the outbreak, | 

Before the adjournment (to this day) the Deputy Coroner intimated that he 

would require evidence from Mr. Samuel Abrahams and Miss Jeanette Abrahams, 
who had been saved from the fire, but, in response to a request made to him on 
behalf of the family, he promised not to summon them for the next hearing, which 
would take place during the week of mourning, and indeed to spare them as long 
as he possibly could. Mr. Braxton Hicks further stated that he would close the 
Court on Friday sufficiently early to enable any Jews whose attendance might be 
necessary , to commence their Sabbath in good time. — 


The remains of the deceased were interred on Sunday at the cemetery of tle 
Maiden Lane Synagogue, in Bancroft Road, Mile End, in thepresence of an immens 
concourse, including a large number of personal friends of the late Mr, Israe 


Abrahams, | 


The Rev. P. Phillips, Reader of the Synagogue, impressively read the Burial 
Service, assisted by Mr, Alfred Abrahams, the aged Aubronim Rabbi of the congre- 
gation and uncle of the late Mr. Israel Abrahame. 
of the bodies, and out of regard for the feelings of the mourners, representations 
were made to have the service, which had to be performed in the open air, read but 
once over the four bodies ; the officials, however, declined to accede to the appeal, 
although such a proceeding would in no way be opposed to the law on the subject. 
The mournful ceremony on Sunday was thus unnecessarily prolonged to the grief 
of the mourners, 

Mrs. Israel Abrahams, who is still lying at St. Gecrge’s Hospital, is making 
satisfactory progress towards recovery. She has been visited among others by a 
Christian clergymanin her neighbourhood, who informed her that he had been 
deputed by his congregation to exprees their heartfelt sympathy, and to render 
any assietance that might lie in his power, short of any interference in religious 
mat‘ers, :

CORRESPONDENCE. 
SANITATION IN WHITECHAPEL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—The scare of cholera, which was just beginning to show itself in Kogland, 
appears to be allayed. Thanks to our insular positicon—to our superior sanitary 
arrangements—and to the timely precautions adopted by the Local Government 
Board, we may, perhaps, venture to hope that we shall escape this terrible scourge. 
The sword of Damocles, however, is stillimpending over us, andif it fall (which 
heaven forbid) it will fall mort heavily on the heads of those who ignore the laws 
of health. The loud burst of public indignation aroused by the “ Bitter Cry of 


Outcast London,” is still fresh in our ears. A Royal Commission is still sitting to— 


devise a remedy for the grave evils disclosed by that publication. Let it not be 
supposed, therefore, when we boast of our superior sanitary arrangements, that we 
mean to convey more than that England is far in advance of Continental countries 
in her hygienic system. We must not forget how much remains to be done. Let 
us hope that public fecling on this subject will net evaporate before the issue of 
the report of the Royal Commission, Whilst, on the one hand, it may be wise to 
defer any concentrated effort to improve the dwellings of the poor of London and 
other large centres of population, uatil that report is published, may tkere not be 
come danger of public fecling, which wes so recently at fever heat, gradually cocl- 
ing down to freezing point, before the views of the Commission are made ksown? 
Can nothing be done in the meantime Ly the local authorities? It is generally felt 
that what is wanted is more energetic action on the pa:t of these authorities, rather 
than further legislation, The vestries possess the neces ary powers, but either fail 
to exercise them or do so Janguidly and ineffectually, In tho face of the 
gravest evils they seem paralysel cither by a false economy, or by a fear of incur- 
ring unpopularity among the parsimenious section of the ratepayers, or by apathy, 
or, as in some instances, by rcason of their personal interest in insanilary tenc- 
ments, Let us apply theee considerations to the parish of Whitechapel which 
contains a Jarzer number of our coreligiovists than any metropolitan parish. Every 
vestry and district Board is embowered to appoint Inspectors of Nuisances. Amongst 
other multifarious dutics, they have to inspeet common lodginy housce, tenement 


houses, to take steps with a view to the cleansing, repair, and, if necssary, the | 


demolition of insanitary dwellings, and to prevent overcrowding ‘There are (vide 
Quarterly Review for January, p. 153) 5 000 houses of this clara in White- 
chapel ; there are but two Ingpectora of Nuisantes to lovk after thesa houses, and t) 
perform the various other duties of the office, Mr. Liddle, the able and zealons 
medical officer of Whitechapel, states that a thoroughly competent insp2ctor might 
visit 32 houses in a day. Two inspectore, therefore, neglecting their other duties 
and working all the vear round without intermission could visit each of the 5,000 
houses orcein three months. Any one acqnainted wit the gubjest wou'd alfirm 
that weekly inspection wou'd be rquisite to dothe work thoroughly ; but if-even 
fortnightly inspection were to be established, twelve inspectors would ha required, 
instead of two, Taking the qther work of the offize into account, even this num- 
ber would not suflice asa minimum, The Jewish Board of Guardians, in view of 
the danger of cholera, has recently appointed an additional inspector, a3 a temporary 
officer, to supervise the tenements oceupiel by the Jewish poor. This isa step in the 
right direction, but whi'st it redounds to tha ercdit of the Board that it was the fist 
to realise the urgent necessity that exists for an increase of the staff, the appointment 
is a tacit reflection upon the nglect of the Vestry, Way, it may ba asked, should 
it devolve onasmall body of ratepayers to supply, by means of voluntary sub- 
scriptions, that which the Vestry is bound by law to provide ? 

If I have made myself clear, it follows that pressure shou'd be put on the 
Whitechapel: Vestry by the Jewish :atepayers and otheis to appoint at ones at least 
ten additional Intpectors of Nuisances, “ Bul,” it willbe ssid. ‘if this were done, the 
rates would ke increased.” Undoubtedly this would be so, but the objection is a 
shortsighted one. We will say nothing of the satisfaction enjoyed by thore wlo 
contribute to the moial and physical amelioration of the condition of the working 
classes, and will consider the question from the lowest, the purely financial, stand- 
point, Money expended in makiug the dwellings of the poor sound, healthy 


cleanly, and decorous raves its occupants from diseaso avd premature death, from — 
poverty, degradation, and crime. Those who refuse the necessary expenditure for 


this purpose bave to pay much more in peor rales, and in Imperial taxaticn (direct 
ar indirect) for asylums, criminal law administration, prisons, &c, . Thus the poliey 
which reason and philanthropy would dictate promotes economy in the end, 

I sincerely hope that some public-spirited Jewish ratepayer of Whitechapel will 
tuke up this question and make it his own, |

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 

Our Jassy correspondent writes :—It is impossible without quoting 
larger extracts than you would care to publish, to convey to your readers an 
ndequate idea of the violent vituperation indulged in by the kKoumanian Press 
against the Jews. Baron de Worms, naturally, comes in for the lion’s 
The Jews are traitors and liars. They are very badly 
treated everywhere, but in Roumania! And so on, in sickening reiteration ; 


the semi-official organs being the most violent in the language chosen. 
| It is now accepted by the Jews that emigration is the only panacea for 


their troubles. On the 14th a special train left here with 250 young and 
robust emigrants starting for Hamburgh en route for America. 50 more 
families will start in the course of next week at the cost of the Local Relief 
Committee. Several emigration agencies have been established here. So 
‘ntense has become the eagerness to emigrate that it.is feared that several 
Though this may 
be considered a significant sign of the times, the Roumanians nevertheless 
persist with a stolid obstinacy in excluding the Jews from all intercourse 
with them. ‘ Whom the gods wish to destroy they first madden.” Even 
from an Industrial Exhibition shortly to be held here the Jews are peremp- 
torily and specially excluded. Qne wonders how the exhibition would look 
if this rule were rigidiy applied. 


Another cor‘erpondent at Jassy writes to us suggesting that the Jewish 
organisa i-ns of England who may be desirous to practically help the Jews of 
Roumania io their present straits should take immediate steps to organise the emi- 
gration of the Roumanian Jews, Our correspondent gives particulars, which we 
have already published, of the increasing severity of the Roumanian legislation 
—directed in spirit, though not in name—againsttheJews, Allarein doubtand fear of 
what the nsxt day will bring forth in addiog to their already overwhelming burdens 
and anxieties. Noillusion exists with regard to the intentions of the authorities 
towards the Jews. Therefore all classes are eagerly discussing tle best plan of 
emigrating toa distant Jand. But much difficulty is experienced in deciding upon 
the particalar country which offers the best prospects to the interding emigrauts, 
and tue beet route by which that country can be ieached. An, Emigration Ag ney 
for Canada has been established at Jassy, but past experience bas shown that little 
credence can be plaved upon the representations of emigration agents, who only 
seck their own ends, and have no regard for the real interests of the emigrants, 
Under these circumstancas the Jews of Roumania are as sheep pursued by wolves, 
without a shepherd to guide them toa tafe fold. Sympathy for them is poured 
forth in abundance, but practical steps to ameliorate their condition, to help them 
to Lelp themselves, these are not forthcoming. Keliable information is urgently 
needed as to the best places to which they should emigrate with the greatest pros- 

pective advantages, 


The following letter from Baron Henry'de Worms, M.P., was published in 
the Times of Saturday last, which also contained a Leader powerfully supporting 
the justice of the claims of th: Jews to a position of equality with the other 
citizens of Roumania :—

Sir,—In The Times of yesterday there appears a telegram containing en ¢xtract 


from the Roumuanian journal Le /uys, commenting severely on one of the questions 
which I lately addressed tothe Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs on the subject 
of the condition in which the Jews of Roumania have been placed by the new edict 
on hawking. The Juys says that this edict apptics to Noumanians indis:rimi- 
nately, foreigners and Jews alike ; and its object was to prevent a system of fraud 
which was ruining the credit of Roumania, and, therefore, constitutes a formal 
guarantee for European commerce.”’ 

With regard to this statement, I have thoroughly inquired into the question, 
and huve received from mort trustworthy correspondents in Roumania, whose 
names for obvious reasons I suppress, the following iuform ation, which shows that 
the action of the Roumanian Government, while ostensibly applying to persons of all 
nationalities and taken in the interests of European trade, is, in point of fast, solel y 
directed against the Jews. 

One of my correspondents writes :— 

“Despite of all contradiction by the Roumavian authorities, it is indisputable that the new law 
prohibits and punishes severely the practice of hawking all artiiles with the exception of articles 
of food ; §0 to 90 per cent. of the hawkers are Jews, and, in conseqnence of this law, thousands of 


families who have up tothe present time been able to maintain themselves by the prac‘ice of 


hawking are now starving, and are either dependent upon the charity of their coreligionists or com- 
pelled to leave the country.” 


Another correspondent writs :— 
“The state of things in Roumania is very terrible. Not only a‘e the Jews prohibited from 
dealing in spirits and tobacco and from hawking, but from-bcing brokers, whether on the Bourse or 
jo trade ; what is worse, they have been ordered to withdraw from the villages and rural districts 
at 48 hours’ notice into the towns—thus there is nc opening practicable mm agriculture; and, to add 
to all, it is now under discussion to exclude all aliens from the trade guilds ; and it is stated that 


employment in towns and not allowed to do anything in the country, there is nothing but extermi- 
Lation before them.” | 


_ There is, therefore, clealy no alternative remaining for the unhappy Rouma- 
nian Jews Lut to leave the country ; and here, again, arefinement of the cruelty and 
persecuting spirit of the policy of the Rcumanian Government towards them con- 
demns them to exile, as they are only permitted toseek the means of living in other 
countries on the condition that they shall not return to their own. 

On this subject I addressed a question in the House of Commons last week to 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs and I am still without a reply ; but I bave 
since received a further confirmatjon of my statement froma third correspondent, 
whose words I quote :— 

“The Jew in Koumania must pay every tax like any other Roumanian, but can, under no cir- 
cumstances, claim to be provided with a passport when he has to go abroad on busine-s; all he can 
get is an emigration certificate (Auswanderungschein). Even this has only been sanctioned with 
great difficulty, after an audience of the King onthe subject. Persons provided with these emigra- 
tion certificates are forbidden, under the seve est penalties, to retura to Roumania. We are, ina 
word, treated worse than foreigners ; we have all the duties of Roumanians but none of their rights. 
Our condition was bad enough before the Berlin 1 reatz, but it has siace b.come much worse, and 
the 44th Article of that Treaty, which was drawn up to secure to us equal treatment with all the 
other inhabi' ants of Roumania bas been so interpreted as to subject us to greater persecution than 
We ever suffered while Roumania was under the suzerainty of the Porte.” 

In a recent despatch from Her Majesty’s representative at Bucharest, which was 
forwarded to me by the Foreign Office, it was suggested that any action taken here, 
either in Parliament or otherwise, would be ill-advised and would tend to rouse 
anti-Semitic feelings in Roumania, The same views are expressed in the article in 
the Roumanian Pays above referred to, That journal says :— 

“The Jews are not persecuted in Roumania, and it is no one's interest, still less that of the Jews, 
to raise the anti-Semitic question in Kou»ania, which country has remained entirely unaffected by 
it during the agitati n in a great part of Kurope.”’ 

The effiontery of this statement is on a par with its utter untruthfulness. 

umania is, and has been for years, the hot-bed of the anti-Semitic movement. 
Article 46 of the Convention of Paris of 1858 assured all civil rights to the Jews in 
‘that country by granting civil rights to all Moldo-Wallachians, whether Christians

cr not, and leaving to the generous initiative of the country the farther concession 
to the Jews of political rights, Even the grant of civil rights was, however, soon 
rendered null and void, for, in order to deprive the Jews of thore privileges which 
they wonld otherwise have enjoyed, the Government declared that the Jews wera 
not Moldo-Wallachians, notwithstanding the fact that they were born in the country. 
Subsequently, in 1865, the Constitution was so framed as to reserve to Christian 
aliens alone the rights of naturalization. Deprived, therefore, of the protection 
which wou'd have been afforded to them had the Convention of 1858 been adherei 
to, the Jews were delivered over to the arbitrary,enactments of the legislature and 
to the excesses of the mob ; and the murders and outrages which took place in 
Roumania between 1863 and 1872 aroused the indigaation of the civilised nations 


of the world, | | 
Let me, in answer to those who say that anti-Semiticism does not exist in Rou- 


mania and who recommend that evasions and infractions of that portion of the 
Treaty of Berlin retating to the Jews should neither be brought before Parliament 
nor condemned by the Press for fear of calling auti-Semitic feelings into life, re- 
call a few of the most flagrant examples :~Tne total destruction of the syna- 
gogue at Bucharest in 1866; the expulsion of the Jews cen masse in 1867 ; the 
drownings at Gulatz ; the outrages in the district of Bacau and Vaslui in 1868, fol- 
lowed by the protests of all the Consu!s; the expulsion of the Jews from the dis- 
tricts of Bacau, Galatz, and Vaslui in 1869; the revolt and outrages of Tecuch 
and Bottoshan in 1870 ; the riots and murders in Ismail, Cahul, and Vilcov in 
1872, and the acquittal of the rioters by the jury; the wholesale evictions at 
Vaslui in 1877 ; and the fact that since then the persecution of the Jews in Rou- 


Mania hasincreased to such an extent that Her Majesty's Government, together 


with the other Governments of Europe, have found it necessary to make strong 
representations to the Government of Roumania, urging them to carry out those 
provisions of the Treaty of Berlin which laid down asa condition of the indepen- 
dence of Roumania that the Jews should enjoy equal rights to those possessed by 
allother Roumanians, These provisions were inserted in the treaty because the 
Great Powers were imbued with the necessi'y of putting a stop to so monstrous 
a condition of affairs,and accordingly, before granting to Roumania the indepen- 
dence she desired to obtain at the conclusion of the Russo-Turkish war, they 
attached, as a condition precedent to giving her that privilege, that she should 
grant absolute equality in all things to all her subjects, irrespective of creed,. 

-It may be well in placing these facts before the public, to recall Article 44 of 
the Treaty of Berlin, which, conficme! by the signatories of that treaty, has been, 
and is, repeatedly violated by the very Power which accepted its conditions as the 
peice of her independence, Article 44 of the Treaty of Berlin says : 

“Tn Roumania the distinction of religious bely f or opinions cannot be used against any one as v 
motive of exclusion or incapacity with regard to the cnjoyment of rights civil or political, the admis 
gion into public service, functions or honoury, or the exercise of the different professions or industries 
in any locality whatsoever. The subjects of all the Powers, whether traders or others 
shall be treatedin Roumania without distinction of religion, on a footing of perfect equality.” 

I have thought it right to ask you to grant me space for these remarks because 
I feel that the conduct of the Roumanian Government in disregarding its treaty 
obligations, as well as in violating the first principles of hamanity, calls for the 


most stringent reprobation, coupled with the widest publicity, 


Great Britain as one of the signatories of the Treaty of Berlin, has a right to 
protest, eitheralone or jointly with the Great Powers, against the violation by 
Roumania of Article 44 of that treaty. | | 

The Marquis of Salisbury, on the 25th of July 1879, in answer to a deputation 
composed of members of the Anglo-Jewish Association and Board of Deputies, 
which I had the honour to introduce at the Foreign Offize, said : | 

“Tam bound to agree with Baron Henry ce Worms that Rownania as a State owes its existence 
to the acts of friendliness and good will of other Powers. The fact that shecame un“er the 
guardianship of the Powers of Europe as a whole, and ‘hat her practical internal independence was 
secured to her by a diplomatic ae’, was, as Baron Henry dea Worma says, the result of the blood 
Which England and France and [faly shed in the Crimea. We have, therefore, a great claim upon 


recognition by the inhabitants of Reumania of the efforts which the Western Powers have made, 


and I do not thiuk that the expression of an opinion, and of a very strong opinion, on our part can 
be 1 oked upon as any undue or unbecoming interference on the internal affairs of any people, for 
we have bought the right to say that which we have said With. respect to the future, it i 
obvious that in any case, putting apart all question of the proceeding of the Powers. in the presen 
day, Roumania will be pursuing a course of the greatest unwisdom if she does not heartily comply 
with the stipulations of the Treaty of Berlin, because no one can conceal from himself that the 
equilibrum of the States in that part of the world is at present an unstable equilibrum, and that to 
give it st ability 15 the gre { object of the dij lomacy of the majority of the Powers of Europe. bane 
Aby state which refuses practically to adhere to the international act by which that security and 
that stability are guaranteed threatens them for the future, and if it should happen in the course of 
events that new confusions were to arise, and that landmarks were again removed, and that Europe 
had again to take the territorial arrangements of any part of that extensive region into its con- 
sideration, a State like Roumania, owing its existence to ihe action of o her Powers, and depending 
largely now for its existence upon a strict adherence to international law and regard to treaties 
would have gravely compromised its own future chance of existence if it had treated those treaties 
with contempt.” 


Tf through consideration of diplomatic etiquette, Roamania is to be allowed to 
continue a policy worthy only of the darkest periods of the Middle Ages, then no 
other course remains than the one whichl have ventured to adopt—that of gibbet- 
ing her misdeeds, and appealing to the most powerful tribunal of the world— 
public ovinion—to lend its irresistible force to their condemnation and ultimate 
prevention.

Srr,—I have deferred my reply to Mr. Bentwitch in the expectation that he 
would have written last week, and thus enabled me to answer two letters of his 
at one and the rame time. Mr. Bentwitch is disappointed with me because my 
letter which you published on the Ist inst. was long. But if you take your foot 
rule and measure his reply I think you will find that he has taken up exactly the

stead of being angry with Mr. Bentwitch I am quite grateful to him. Imitation, 
they say, is the sincerest flattery ; and I feel complimented accordingly. I don’t 
make unpleasant remarks about my opponent’s ‘“ verbosity,” nor declare that he 
is “ inebriated ’’—for shame, Mr. Bentwitch !—with its “exuberance.” Nor do 
I quote Pope to show that, as Mr. Bentwitch has written at so great a length, he 
must of necessity have written a great deal of nonsense.

Nay, hand your money 
over to “Judeus ;”-for does not Mr. Bentwitch believe that [ may do such 
penance for my former wickedness in differing from him as “to take part in the 
scheme of organisation and united effort?” [would not disappoint him for 
the world. | | 

But, Mr. Editor, between you, me and the post—I don’t mean Mr. Bentwitch, 
for he is not to know what follows—I am as hardened a sinner as ever. Con- 
verted? not I. I am the “terrible example ;” only don’t Iet Mr. Bentwitch 
know it, Iam still wicked enough to distrust the idea of Jewish Middle Class 
Schools—fortunately Mr. Bentwitch has not brought us one step nearer to the 
reality—as strongly as ever I did. I still cling with all my old shameful tenacity 
to the “radicalism”? which would uproot all those Jewish characteristics, which 
are mainly the legacy bequeathed to us by centuries of oppression, and which 
separate us, to our own injury, from our neighbours. | need not remind you and 
your intelligent readers that I have already explained that those characteristics 
have nothing whatever to do with religion. They are social and mental only ; 
and in eradicating them no religious principle will be endangered in the slightest 
degree. Some years ago the humbler orders of English Jews were distinguished 
by peculiarities of speech. These have happilv disappeared. Has this desirable 
change been effected at the cost of weakening our attachment to Judaism ? 
Everyone, Mr. Bentwitch not excluded, knows that it has not. But the salutary 
prozess of eliminating unenviable peculiarities must still continue. Is it not a 
fact that a Jew or Jewess may often be recognised a mile off, either by the loud- 
ness of their talk or of their dress or their demeanour, or by all three combined ? 
Is it not a fact that in the minds of some Jews there still lingers a feeling of 
depreciation, however slight, of their Christian neighbours which affects their 
attitude towards them, and needlessly keep open the gulf of separation? I ask 
your unprejudiced readers whether it is desirable that these and other marks of 
our distinctiveness should be maintained, and whether the demand for their 
eradication ought to be doomed by a cuckoo-cry about “ self-effacement” and 
“extinciion”” Mr. Bentwitch charges me with advocating these things ; and 
when I distinctly assert that I never intended to do anything of the kind he 
flatly contradicts me, with a want of courtesy which is not usually understood 
to be sanctioned by the etiquette of epistolary warfare. 

. Nor is it only certain traits in the Jewish character that need altering. Gen- 
tile opinion of the Jews needs altering as well. Isit, or is it not, a fact that 
Jews are viewed by their neighbours with distrust, however faint, and that they 
are somctimes regarded as forming a community which is not wholly identified 
in aims and sympathies with their fellow-countrymen? Is it true, or is it not 
that, to quote from my original sentence whieh has so powerfully aroused the 
indignation of Mr. Bentwitch, “the idea has still to be eradicated which still 
prompts mauy Englishmen to consider a Jew as necessarily a foreigner”? It 


must be true because even Mr. Bentwitch admits it, and are not his opinions the 


very standard of truth ? He concedes the existence of “lingering prejudices ” 
against our race ; but he goes on unnecessarily to point out that they “do not 
arise from our religious education.” No one ever pretended that they did. They 
have originated in ignorance of the Jewish character—ignorance which has 
resulted from the isolation of the Jews from the rest of the population. If that 
ignorance is to be dispelled is it not obvious that the isolation must be broken 
down? Bring Jew and Gentile into closer contact, and you make them under- 
stand each other. You put an end at one and the same time to the prejudices on 
one side and the peculiarities on the other, which are alike detrimental to Jewish 
interests. It is on these grounds that I am opposed to Jewish Middle Class 
Schools and approve of Jewish and Christian children being taught under one 
roof. In my opinion such schools intensify in the Jew characteristics from which 
he cannot too soon part company, and keep alive in the Christian the notion that 
Jews are an isolated race and that they are not, and cannot be, patriotic English- 
men and good citizens. Mr. Bentwitch’s prescription which recommends that 
“our efforts should be directed towards extending the sphere of our industry ” is 
clearly inadequate. He talks of “old clo’ men and money lenders :” but others 
besides the members of these fraternities are guilty of the shortcomings to which 
I have alluded. It is not only the old clo’ man whe is satirized by journalists as 
the type of the modern Hebrew; nor is it only the money-lender who 
entertains narrow views about his Gentile neighbour. Let us extend 
our bere of industry by all means. I hate the sixty per cent. gentry 
as cordially as Mr. Bentwitch hates them ; but let us not delude ourselves 
with the idea that by merely extending the sphere of our industry we

There is another self-contradiction which Mr. Bentwitch fancies he gees in 
my letter.

If they cannot do it alone let them enlist. the 
advice of outsiders, But as regards the cost, that can and should be borne only 
by those who will directly benefit by the instruction. I do not say, and have 
never said, that it isa sin for outsiders to contribute to the expense of local mid- 
dle class Jewish teaching. But I do say that it ought not to be demanded as a 
right. 

Well, Sir, I have had my say. I do not propose to trouble you with another 
letter in reply to Mr. Bentwitch. Your readers are by this time in possession of 
my views and of the arguments by which I support them. I need add nothing 
more to elucidate them. As for Mr. Bentwitch, if I were to write a hundred 


letters he would still think he was right, and that I am the monster which his 


imagination has conjured up. He concludes his last letter by reminding me : 
the French proverb le mieux est Vennemi du bien, which he very considerately 
translates for me. Let me conclude by giving him a piece of advice In my tar. 
I would recommend him never to use proverbs. Like illustrations they oe x

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ANTI-JEWISH DISTURBANCES IN RUSSIA, THE REV. A. LOWY ON PROVINCIAL CONGREGATIONS, 
F 


[REUTER’S TELEGRAMS]. 


BERLIN, Auaust 14, 
Intelligence received here from St. Petersburg states that a serious outbreak 
of popular feeling against the Jews occurred on the 3rd inst. at Rovno in the 
Government of Volhynia. The Governor, on hearing of the occurrence, left 
immediately for the scene of the disturbance. No details are as yet to hand. 


| BERLIN, August 14, Evening. 
According to intelligence received here, several hundred drunken workmen 

on Saturday last assembled in front of the Jewish synagogue at Reval and endea- 

voured to stir up disturbances against the Jews. The inspector of police arrived, 


however, with a body of men in time to prevent the threatened outbreak. Some 
of the principal agitators were arrested. | : 


BERLIY, Ava. 20. 

An anti-Jewish disturbance took place at Jekaterinoslavy on the 1st inst., 
which presents an exceptional feature in the manner in which it was set on foot. 
A young girl was sent by the organizers of the riot into the bazaar with some 
clothes for sale, where after a time she was to raise an outcry against the Jews 
by declaring to the bystanders that her goods had been stolen by Hebrews. She 
faithfully carried out her instructions, and in response to her cries a mob col- 
lected and began shouting “ Down with the Jews,” “Strike them down..’ Before, 
however, much mischief had been done, the chief of police came up with an 
armed force and succeeded in dispersing the mob an arresting the ringleaders. 
A detachment of Cossacks, which had been stationed in the town since the last 
anti-Jewish outbreak, had left a short time before the present occurrence. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Ava. 20. 
The ringleaders of the recent agrarian disturbances at Pirkatin and Zienkovo, 
in the Government of Poltava, who resisted the troops sent avainst the rioters, 
will be tried by court martial. Ten peasants belonging to the village of 
Ssuitchajewka will be tried in the same way and for the same offence at Sveni- 
gorodka, in the Government.of Nieff. 


The preliminary inquiry into the recent fatal riots at Nijai Novgorod has 
terminated. Of the 100 accused, 46 have been handed over to the Courts of 
Justice. At the request of the Provincial Governor, the prisoners will be tried 
by Court Martialwhich will be held during the ensuing month. 

The Chief Magistrate of the town of Okno (in the province of Balta) lately 
sent for the Jewish inhabitants of the village Woronkow, and informed them 
that he had reeeived orders front the Isprawnik to expel all the Jews from the 
villages in his district. Four weeks’ grace was civen to the Jewish villagers to 
settle their affairs and take their departure ; at the end of that time those who 
remained would be driven out by force. | 

The Jews living at Oscobod (Trans-Caucasus) have, like their brethren in 
many parts of Huropean Russia, been expelled from the place of their abode, 
althongh they are nearly all merchants and artizins, and many were amone the 
conqnerors at Geok-Tepe. 

Within the last two months anti-Semitism has been carrying on its 
work secretly by means of fires which have broken out in small towns chictly 
inhabited by Jews. Among the places which have been more or less destroyed 
are the following : Bragin (Government of Minsk), where, out of 500 Jewish 
houses, 80 shops and 6 synagogues, only six small houses are left standing, more 
than 1,000 Jews being reduced to beggary ; Turow (Government of Minsk), and 
Latsewe (Government of Kowno), which are now nothing but a heap of ashes ; 
[lia (Government of Wilna) where with the exception of 20 houses, the whole 
town was burnt, valuable MSS. and costly old books being destroyed, 
and 150 Jewish families rendered homeless; Wilkomir (Government of 
Kowno), where, through the prompt and energetic intervention of the 
police, only 40 Jewish houses were burned; Homel (Government of 
Mohilew), where fires ocenr daily, which, however, are extinguished 
before spreading to any extent. In only two cases have the incendiaries been 
caught red-handed. In several towns the Jews ‘have formed themselves into 
patrols who go the round of the streets day and night. In most instances, how- 
ever, this precaution has proved fruitless, for the houses being constructed of 
wood ignite ina few moments. These disasters have caused a panic among the 
Jews dwelling in the smaller towns of the. area of their settlement. 

Witebsk was lately the scene of a disturbance, which atone time threatened 
to end in serious anti-Jewish excesses. <A priest, happening to see a Jewess 
chastising her son, rushed towards the woman and began to ill-treat her. A 
number of Jews hastened to her aid and rescued her from the hands of the 
priest, but not till she had received some severe blows in the face and abdomen. 
Half an hour afterwards. several persons who had been collected by the priest 
assembled in the Bazaar Square, where with cries of “ Beat the Jews,” they 
made an onslaught on the latter. Happily the military were promptly brought 
on the scene, and soon succeeded in suppressing the tumult. Three of the ring- 
leaders were arrested, but the priest made his escape. 

_ We lately mentioned that the St. Petersburg Society for the Promotion of 
Useful Knowledge among the Jews had undertaken the publication of the late 
Juda Tschorni’s travels in the Caucasus. The two first volumes have lately 
appeared, and ina preface to the work Dr. Harkavy states that Tschorni’s literary 


_ bequest to the above named society may be classified under the following three 


categories. 1. Documents and other memorials in manuscript obtained from the 
Caucasian Jews themselves, which, with a few exceptions, belong tothe last three 
centuries. 2. A collection of oral commmunications respecting the past history 
of the Caucasian J ews, their lives and occupations, together with okservations by 
the traveller himself, 3. Various notes and extracts from books, periodicals and 
calendars, respecting the Jews in the Caucasus.

returned to his ancestral religion,an act which in Russia is a penal offence. A 
similar case recently occupied the attention of the Criminal Court at Lublin. The 
defendant was however acquitted on the plea that he knew nothing about the 
teachings of the Orthodox faith.

The Rev. A. Liwy, who has been making a tour to various towns in the 


United Kingdom for the purpose of extending the number of supporters of the: 


Anglo-Jewish Association, arrived on the 5th in Dublin, where he received the 
cordial co-cperation of the leading members of the Dublin Congregation, and 
where he formed a most promising branch of the Association on Sunday, the 10th. 
Mr. Léwy having spent the previous Sabbath in Dublin, he received from the 


President of the Congregation a pressing invitation-to deliver a sermon in the: 
synagogue. 


The preacher took his text from the opening verses of the weekly section of the 
Law, “ Anditshall come to pass if ye hearken unto these commandments and 
observe them, the Lord will love you and bless you and multiply you.” Mr, Liwy 
pointed out, that notwithstanding there were numerous laws, which it was 
only poasible to keep in the Holy Land during the existence of the Temple, there 
were also laws partly ceremonial, but principally ethical, which will retain their 
sacred character in all ages, and which must be enforced in theory by careful 
teaching, and in practice by conscientious example, The lecturer pointed out that 
it is the duty of the Jew in every zone and in every climate to make provisions so 
as to place the rising generation in a position to know and to make known through- 
out the world, that the wisdom and teachings of the Mosaic revelation form the 
bas‘s for the promotion of hnman happiness; that they are inseparable and indis- 
pensible elements of all the labours by which the true advancement, not only of 
the Jew, but of the entire human race, can be maintained. It is just as,impossible 
to effect a divorce between religious conduct and moral conduct, as it is impossible 
in this earthly life to witness the existence of a soul without a body. Seeing that 
the religion of Israe! has been and will remain the chief factor in the humanization 
of moral man, it requires no laborious demonstration that every Jew (as a link in 
the chain of the hnman circle, in that chain consecrated by the Maker of the Uni- 
verse), is bound to make sacrifices from the beginning to the end of his days, and 
to hand down in their sanctity and in their acceptablenessthe Laws which ‘ Moses 
commanded unto the congregation of Jacob.” In addition to observances which the 
sense perceive and which practice make habitual, there must be impressed on every 
Jewish child a devoted and inextinguishable veneration for those high moral 
precepts contained in the portions of the Law and repeated ia the sublime prophecies 
and melodious hymns of the inspired teachers and singers of, Bible times, This 
duty, acknowledged in every section and throughout every dispersion of Israel, 
demands that all Jews, whatever their station in life, should act together in bro- 
therly love and harmony, so that the children of our people may be well instracted 
in the undying lessons of Judaism. But how do we fulfil this duty ? “What measures 
do we adopt, especially in the smaller Jewish congregations, ty keep our children 
well acquainted with the duties and requirements of the Laws revealed in and by the 
Jewish Religion?) How do the heads and leaders of the Jewish communities consult 
each other, support each other and'co-operate with each other in order to strengthen 
the ties which should unite the entire community of Israelites?) Nearly every pro- 
vincial congregation cries out that no help is given to it by the wealthier and more 
influential sister-congregations, and in many congregations we behold the lament- 
able spectacle of the social body wounded and lacerated by strife, by self-seeking 
pride and petty jealousies. ‘The remedies for these existing evils and for the preven- 
tion of communal decay have to be sought in the union of congregations so as to 
promote education in the religion of our ancestors. It would be well if the leaders 
of every congregation in the United Kingdom would make common cause with each 
other, if they would meet together at convenient intervals to hold counsel and 
deliberate with each other how to obtain means for the maintenance of religious 
instruction in the pulpit and in the school room; and how to secure the public dis- 
tribution of such school books (including the Prayer-book and Bible with an Eng- 
lish version) as shall be within the means of the poorest of our people and as shall 
put an end tothe ancient complaint ‘‘my people is kept captive by want of know- 
ledge.” Nuclei for the accomplishment of such a great and indispensable work 
already exist in the metropolis of the British Empire. Let a universal Jewish 
Educational Society be formed, of which all our congregations shoald be members, 
and let no right-minded Jew shrink from taking his part in this great work. 


On Sunday a meeting attended by the members of the Congregation, and 
presided over by Mr. Rosenthal, was held in the synagogue, and received from 


‘the Rev. Mr. Lowy a full explanation-of the work so successfully undertaken by

The injudi- 
ciousness of Mr. Wotr's article increased the objection we took to it on 
account of some of the opinions it expressed. 

That Judaism is an incarnation of vulgar materialism is on the face of 


it a preposterous proposition. It will be admitted, we suppose, that Judaism ~ 
jg a religion ; and a religion cannot possibly be, either wholly or essentially, 


a mere gospel of getting on. Men do not need to be taught to make the 
most of this world, and to do the best they can for themselves. This ‘‘ comes 
by nature” ; the Law with its six hundred and thirteen precepts, if it 
means anything at all, must mean a protest against this nitural tendency. 
No one can deny that a worldly recompense for obedience is promised by the 
Pentateuch. The Israelite who gives ear to the commandments is certainly 
promised length of days. H» will be blessed in the city and in the field, 
when he comes in, and when he goes out. But in what do these 
incentives to obedience differ from the pictures of Heavenly hap- 
piness which are held out to keep followers of other religions 
faithful to their duty? In the one case the scene of the reward 
is laid here, the other is laid in the hereafter. The important point is that 
a recompense is Offered in both cases ; an appeal is made to self-interest in 
order to stimulate obedience. If it be a fault thus to make obedience a 
matter of self-seeking, it is one whichis chargeable on all religions alike, 


and not on Juda'sm only. 


But it is distinetly false to affirm that the Pentateuch represents its 
promised rewards as the final object of righteousness. ‘They are used as a 
stimulus ; but a far higher goal is shadowed forth for right-doing, Through- 
out th» whol? of the Law sanctity is persistently eld up as the true aim of 
the Israelite’s endeavour, Obedience will certainly be attended by long life and 
abundance of corn and wine and oil; these are the natural consequences of 
righteousness. Its object is something far nobler ; it is approximation to the 
Divine character, ‘ Ye shall be holy, for I, the Lord your God, am holy.” 
Over and over again the command rings out, and fills with Divine melody 
what otherwise would be the dullest of prescriptions. The minute details 
of the Levitical law thus acquire a nobility not to be surpassed by the pre- 
cepts of the most pronounced idealism. ‘To do right beeause it leads to 
holiness ; to make Gop the pattern by which to shape our lives, and the 
standard by which to test their purity—can anything be higher? Is this a 
sordid ideal? Is this the mere “art of getting on?” Nor is this the 


whole of the Mosaie conception of conduct. Righteousness is not only to 


have as its aim likeness to Gop. It is to have as a further incentive spiritual 
fellowship with the Derry. The Israelite is reminded by various admoni- 
tions and tangible symbols of the Divine Presence that hallows his camp. 
That Presence must in itself suffice to prevent wrongdoing ; for every act of 


disobedience would be an offence to Him who walks in the midst of Israel. 


The most materialistic principle of the Mosaic sanitation is enforced by this 
exalted consideration. The people are not exhorted to cleanliness in the 
camp because of the hygienic benefits that will spring from it, but because 
of the Presence in their midst which uncleanliness wil drive away.: They 
are to recollect that they are ever in close proximity to the ALMiauty, and 
the thoaght must inspire them with an earnest desire to keep themselves pure 
in all things. Is this materialism, or is it not rather the most sublime form 
of practical religion? What idea can be nobler than that of the constant 
mingling of the Divine Spirit among the commonest scenes of everyday life ? 
What incentive to right conduct can be purer or more powerful than that 
Which is afforded Ly the hope of associating with that Spirit ? 

The ethies of the Pentateuch are in themselves a sufficient refutation 


of the statement that Judaism appeals solely to sordid motives. There is 


nothing in common between the strict justice recommended by the Law and 
the Spectator’s presentment of Judaism. When men are taught to love 
their neighbours as themselves they are distinctly enjoined to consider other 
human interests besides their own. The Eighth Commandment can, by no 
method of exegesis, be identified as a canon in the art of getting on. What 


are the precepts which recommend consideration for the stranger, the orphan 


and the widow, which insist on just weights and measures, which condemn 
lying and deception and false swearing, which protect the blind from the 
stumbling-block and the deaf from the reviling he cannot hear, which 


denounce slander and evil speech, and which declare that the All-seeing Eye | 


above can pierce the veil in which secret sin conceals itself—what are these 
precepts but so many warnings against man’s tendency to make Self his 
God, and its worship the chief business of life ? 

It is the misfortune of Judaism to be at the mercy of ignorant critics. 
Anyone who has a-smattering of Biblical knowledge and the power of 
putting his ideas into writing, thinks liimself competent to sum up the 
Jewish religion in a magazine article, or to characterise it in an 
epigram. These extracts of Judaism remind us of the neat little jars 
of meat essence which the pharmaceutical chemist sells so readily, Some- 
thing more than an _— with the Bible, Joined though it be with a

capacity for smart writing, is needed, if one is accurately to describe Judaism. 
“Tf you would understand the poet,” said the great German, “you must 
live in the poet’s land.” Those who would understand Judaism must live 
in the midst of Jewish life—the life, that is, of the past as well as of the 
present. They must have drunk deep of the spring of Jewish thought and 
feeling—the spring that flows in the recesses of Jewish history and Jewish 
literature. The nature of Jndaism is mirrored in the lives of its noblest 


adherents, The worthy Israelite of to-day is not a self-seeker, nor is he 


better than his law. His loftiest ideal of conduct is strict conformity with 
it. And so with the Israelite of the past. That he had set himself a nobler 
aim than the enjoyment ot this world is proved by the suffering he readily 


faced—suffering too often ending in death—at the bidding of conscience. 


‘‘ Material optimism ” is a strange accusation to fling in the face of a people 
whose history is one long record of martyrdom. Sacrifice for religion’s sake 
has ever been the dominant feature in the Jewish character. Even to-day, 
when the struggle for subsistence is keener than ever it was, the orthodox 


Israelite abstains from Sabbath trading, though it involves him in heavy 


pecuniary loss. Does this look like the art of getting on? ‘Those who talk 


of it in connection with Judaism read the Pentateuch wrongly, as we have 


seen. But they forget that Judaism is not confined io the Pentateuch, or 


even to the Bible. To leave the vast region of Rabbinical legislation out of 


account in investigating the character of Jadaism is like ignoring oxygen 
in determining the constituents of the atmosphere, 

What light then does the much maligned Talmud throw 
on the question of the materialism of the Jewish religion? <A 
correspondent, whose letter we printed last week, thinks that the 
formalism of the Rabbins has largely contributed to the low idea of 
There is not a little truth in 
the observation that many Jews, instead of allowing the nobler clements cf 


Judaism which prevails with some persons. 


their religion to “ purify and elevate their lives, have been satisfied with 
the scrupulous performance of every minute precept.” But the Rabbins 
must be acquitted by every impartial student of their words and lives, of the 


charge of reducing religion to a collection of mere mechanical observances. 


That they multiplied restrictions is true enough ; but they did this only to 
preserve the religion more securely, That some persons have mistaken the 
form for the essence, and smothered the spirit under the weight of 
ceremonial, is not the fault of the Talmud. The Rabbins were deeply imbued 
Its lofty doctrines ennobled their lives ; 
they translated its ethies into everyday action. The minute regulations 
they devised have admirably fulfilled their purpose ; for they have saved Ju- 
daism. There are still many to whom our correspondent’s reproach will

apply, and who think they may atone for the neglect of the substance 
paying homage to the shadow. But the decline of ceremonialism robs th : 
accusation of much of its sting. Our lament in these days must rather be 
that with the decay of the tangible and less essenti: al clements, the spirit 
which has clung to them is also exposed to danger. 

But this hardly touches the charge of encouraging self-seeking which is 
brought against Judaism. Did the Talmudic doctors encourage it? In 
respect to their teaching no doubt is possible that a Future Life is held out 
as the recompense of virtue. As for any other incentive they knew of none 
save the possession of an easy conscience and the still nobler one contained 
in the idea of doing right for its own sake. Never does the Talmud preach 
the gospel of getting on; it rests its injunctions on the circumstance that 
they are the Law and the Prophets. For the Rabbins, to obey was enough ; 


they believed in a Future reward, but they insisted upon men doing right for 


the sake of their Father in Heaven. Whatthey taught they practised. Some 
were rich, but more were poor ; and they so far sought their own interests as 


to disregard their worldly interests altogether accumulating an imperishable 
store of holiness. Neither by precept nor by example did they represent 


the joys: of the world as the true aim of human effort. 


THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE,

landed property in Palestine to all Jews, whether from Russia, Roumania, 
or other countries, on condition that they become Turkish subjects. An 
intimation to this effect will shortly be published in the official journals. 
Osman Pasha, who is known to be well disposed towards. the Jews, has 
on several occasions discussed with me the question of the colonization of 
Palestine by Jews, and the position of the Jews already settled there. On 
every occasion his Excellency manifested the utmost irterést in the subject, 
and when I called his attention to the difliculties imposed on the admission 


‘of Jews into the Holy Land, he promised todo his utmost to meet our 
wishes.

Jewish philosophy, however, obtained its greatest triumph when its leading 
spirit retired into private life in 1850, and henceforward devoted his entire leisure 
to its cause. He then commenced an undertaking in which his love for Judaism ig 
most strikingly manifested, Long ago the promoters of reform in the ritual had 
acted up to their professions, by shortening in some cases and eliminating in others, 
many of the Piyutim, those poetical ornaments which the poets of all ages were 
never tired of interweaving among the ancestral prayers. Man began to lay aside 
the Machsor, the prayer-cycle of the year, with its bulky form, which the piety of 
ages had swelled into heavy folios; and extracts were published, from which arbi, 
trariness and impiety often excluded the most beautiful poems, and the loveliest 
effusions of the soul. In vain had the poets sung, in vain had centuries laboured in 
the construction of the form of public worship; the synagogue service must be 
shortened, such was the popular cry, and the first to fall a victim were the Piyutim. 
Then was matured in the heart and the soul of Leopold Zunz the determination to 
interest himself in the poetry of the synagogue, to investigate and describe its 
history and development, to discover the singers who worked at it, to reveal its 
beauty and peculiarity ; in a word, to become its historian. Everything which up 
to that time hsd been a‘certained on these points may be seen in Woolf Heidenheim’s 
(of pious memory) introduction to his edition of the Machsor. Compared with the 
tountiful informaticn which Zunz afterwards gave us, the. difference between the 
data furnished by the two writers was as great as is that between the lisping of an 
infant and the language of a Demosthenes. In order to obtain an idea of the colossa] 
nature of the task to which Zunz had set himself, we must first of all give a glance 
at the territery that had to be explored. In no two countries does the same ritual 
obtain among the Jews ; that which is here offered up as a prayer, is there almost 
unknown; what is here sung in the morning, forms elsewhere a portion of the 
evening service: frequently, indeed, even two neighbouring towns are found to 
differ in the order of their religious worship, The books containing the prayers of 
the different rites form the most impassable portion of the literature on the sub- 
ject ; they are often vot to be procured, since In one conntry there was absolutely 
no interest taken in, nor was there any application of, the ritual and prayer-books 
of another, The greater portion of these compositions are buried in manuscripts. 
of which private and public collections contain innumerable specimens, Zuuz had 
'o become an extensive purchaser of books as soon as he entered on his task; the 


Last and Turkey, and the remotest countries were searched in order to furnish 


materials for the preparation of his work. Zunz himself repeatedly visited Eng- 
land, France, and Italy, so that he might personally examine the precious manu- 
-eripts that abound in the public libraries of London, Oxford, Paris, Parma, Rome 
and other cities, Daring ane of these journeys, in which Zunz was aceoinpanicd by 
his wife, Adclaide, this noble-minded woman, whose praises were sung by Heine, 
had the honour of being introduced to Queen Victoria of England, Samuel David 
fuzzatto, the genial Hebraist of Padua, and other scholars in various countries 
of the civilised world, aided Zunz in his national undertaking through data gathered 
from their own libraries, and he engaged in a correspondence such a3 is seldom 
carried on by a private individual in connection with the publication of a book, In 
i855 the first fruits of his extensive labours appeared under the title of “ Die syna- 
gogale Pocsie des Mittelalters.”’ Every species and sub-division of this poetry, its 
organism and metre, its characteristics and rendition, its beauty and peculiarities, 
its origin and motives, in short, everything which the profound thinker deemed 
worthy of being inquired into was fully treatel in this wonderful literary 
performance, As the tearful Muse of the Middle Ages found numerous opportuni- 
ties of pouring forth its grief in songs of lamentation, Zunz wrote the ever memor- 
able chapter “ Leiden,” in which he described the almost perennial persecutions of 
our medizval history, and the outrages to which the Jews were subjected during 
that age, Carried away by the powerful exposition of the subject, by the brevity 
yet completeness of this tale of woe, the reader is apt to forget that he is here con. 
fronted by a wonder of erudition,the value of which is in no way lessened because 
it is presented to us in an unpretentious garb, Anger for the sins of the oppres-ors, 
sorrow for the sufferings of the oppressed, hate and love, contempt and admiration 
alternate throughont the recital, and lend to it an inimitable charm. The songs of 
woe did not resound in vain, the cries of agony were not raised fruitlessly ; for after 
the lapse of centuries the man appeared whose heart was large enough to take up 


this storm-flood of sentiment, whose mind was sufficiently wide to allow of his | 


regarding the subject from a philosophical and literary psintof view, whilst his soul 
was filled with compassion and stricken with sadness. With the same affection as 
that which he bestowed on the subject in general did he surround every detail; the 
most unimportant points in grammatical form, every new construction in word and 
tendency found in him a most faithful and painstaking observer, He was not alone 
the historian, but likewire the anatomist, the physiologist, and the chemist of the 
Piyut. 
In 1859 followed the second fruit of his studies, viz., the second sectioa of his 
work, ‘die Ritus des synagogalen Gottesdientes geschichtlich entwickelt.” The 
mastership necessary to set forth an apparently endless subject in a limited space is 
exhibited here, perhaps, more strikingly than in any other of his works, The entire 
literature of the ritual of the synagogue ; the development of the prayer-book as a 
book, that is to say, as a literary production, and of the Machsor the variations in 
the religious customs of every country and of important communities ; the admis- 
sion of the Piyutim into the collections of the Spanish poets: the history of the 
Piyut, its adoption in the synagogue, and the endeavours to explain the attacks and 
opposition which it encountered ; all this and much more is described with unsur- 
passable erudition and conciseness in a comparatively small compass, <A list of the 
days, which at various times and in different countries had been instituted as 
Jewish fasts, forms a particularly bright pearl in a book filled with much 
precious matter. The appendices are the outcome of researches, which in their 
mature and circumspect criticism, present a fine specimen of literary and historical 
method. That which Zunz has mastered in this work can only be understood and 
appreciated by those who, themselves, have trodden the thorny path of 
field of labour.

His*tonching brevity, his epigrammatic terseness, season the opinions 
he has added concerning many of the persons named by him, His loving nature 
and his acate mind have in their association with cach other made this little book a 
minor jewel of our literature. | 

In 1872 was likewise published “die deutschen Briefe, 
foundation of the new German Empire, Zanz was one of the first to inveigh wi 
caustic wit against the corruption of the German language through the loose style 
of newspaper writing and the introduction of foreign words, In letters toa triend 
he fought against the spoiling of the language which was so dear to him, and of 
which he was one of the best writers, at the same time flinging some shar ply-pointed 
darts against all manner of morbid excrescences of our day. ‘This work did not 
receive as much consideration as it deserved, although many a book has geste

pound to know everything. So long as his writings only reached frequently inac- 
cessible places throu gh journals, which were not known to everybody or were seldom 
received, many scholars occupied themselves with inquiries which had long been 
definitely settled by Zunz,and maintained assertions which he had rejected and 
annulled, Thus his minor works, as they are now collected, form a High School of 
Criticism and Method, since every composition opens upa new support to the fortress 
of Jewish Science, and shows that many details which on the surface do not deserve 
attention, are of the utmost significance in the pursuit of knowledge. Here also 
appeared for the first time in the original language the contributions which Zunz 
had caused to appear in an English translation in Asher’s edition of Benjamin of 
Tudela. The preacher and the yolitician, the reformer and the conservative, the 
contributions on the criticism of the Pentateuch, found here a place together with 
Zunz’s golden words on the Tephillin and other Jewish institutions ; the German 
classic and the mighty Hebraist, in short, everything to which Zunz’s richly- 
endowed mind is turned, is apparent in this collective work, which should not be 
absent from the shelves of any Jewish library worthy of the name. 

The Trustees of the Zunz Foundation wi!l not have permitted the 90th birthday 
of the Master 6» pass by without having at the same time done honour to the insti- 
tution and to our litzrature. Without any flourish of trampets a Committee was 
formed, which addressed itself to various Jewish and Christian scholars, at home 
and abroad, who, it was believed, would be anxious to show honour to Zunz, with 
the request that they would contribute towards the publication of a collective work; 
the very title of which would be a tribute of veneration to the great philosopher. 
All, who joined together for this purpose, gave striking proof of the fact that they 
ranged themselves, as it were, as pupils around their teacher, An old German cus- 
tom was thereby, with happy results, adopted for the first time in Jewish literature, 
For instance, in order to honour Mommsen, sixty German philologers united in pro. 
ducing a work in which the different learned investigations were grouped round the 
sun of this master, and they tlus laid at his feet the homage of philology itself. 
In the same way Jewish science appears, on his ninetieth birthday, before its founder 
and master, whom God has at the same time selected to be its Nestor, with the 
object of showing him, by means of new gifts and varied fruits, how the seed which 
he sowed has sprung up, and how gratefully we remember what he has achieved for 
Jews and Judaism during nearly seven decade:, | 

He has attainedanage which the Psilmistdid noteven ver ture toname ; Heaven has 
adorned him with its lovelic-t crown, Still brightly shines his eye, still powerfully 
g'ows his spirit; of him it may be sa‘d,as it was written of Moses, “ his eye wa§ 
not dim nor his natural force abated ;”’ for through the dark night of his grief 
there yet darts out at times the lightning flash of his mind, as in his younger days, 
when his wit glistened hke a naked sword, and annihilated wherever it fell. His 
wrath still blazes with youthful fire when he thinks of the disgrace that has fallen 
on the name of Germany, through mediwval desires and modern barbarities. But 
he has faith in his peuple and its immortality ; he, hesides whom no one else tho- 
roughly investigated Israel's history of suffering, lived it over again in himself, and 
pourtrayed it so gloriously in his works, hecarries Geepin his heart the conviction of 
our eventual liberation, and of our final, but lasting, emancipation. Leopold Zunz 
has, through his advent, become our bulwark and our weapon; he has shown most 
brilliantly how loyalty to the fatherland and attachment to our ancient religion 
may go hand in hand, and how a man may be, at one and the same time, the best of 
Germans and the most fervent of Jews, Ie has demonstrated in his style of writing 
the beauty which the German language may acquire in scientific and philosophical 
expression ; his collection of literary works is as much the proud property of the 
German: nation as are in their way the writings of the Brothers Grimm, 
He is a German in word and in writing; he fought for the freedom of the 
German people in the press and from the tribune, his heart has bled with the nation 
for its murdered liberty, and his name will for ever be associated with the “ heroes 
of March,” Yet he has lived to see that youths, men of t3-day and of yesterday, 
question the right of the Jews to belon’ to che nation, and to have their share of 
the honours and the public posts it can bestow. He alone has sccomplished what 
so much Christian industry, which already in earlier centuries occupied itself with 
our literature, could not bring about, he has afforded German philosophy a triumph 
through the circumstance that soil such as Jewish writings, which lay fallow and neg- 
ected, should be universally employed, and should have given astimalus for literary 
investigations, on the part of Jews and non-Jews, that have found their way into 
every languageof the civilised world, into books and periodicals,

The 
Minister has forwarded 200 florins, with un intimation that the grant for the cur- 
rent year had been expended with the exception of the sum just named, but that 


the balance of 1,300 florins would for certain be contributed from next year’s 
subsidy. | 


GRIMSBY. 
On Sunday, the 11th, a meeting of the Jewish community of Grimsby was held 
at the Synagogue Chambers, Strand Street, for the purpose of adopting steps to carry 
out the long-cherished idea of erecting a synagogue in the town, It will be recol- 
lected that some two and a half years ago Mr. Ed, Heneage, M.P., gave the congre- 
gation a plot of land in Heneage Street, near the Grimsby Board Schools, on which 
to erect a place of worship, and as there was a stipulation in the conveyance that 
advantage should be thus taken of the site within three years, the necessity of 
bestirring themselves with that object has from time to time been forced on the 
Jewish inhabitants—if, indeed, it has ever been wholly absent ; but as the congre- 
gation is only small and not wealthy, the question of means has barred the way. At 
length, however, a determined effort was resolved upon ; and this meeting had been 
convened by Mr. M. Abrahams, the Secretary. to decide on immediate action and to 
call in subscriptions. There was only a small but a fair representative attendance, 
Councillor CoHEN, of Hull, presided, | 
The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said the meeting had, been called 
together in order to enable the Jewish community, as inhabitants of this prosperous 
and thriving place, to show their f-llow-citizens that they were not backward in 
their desires to advance the worship of God. [very one present knew that one of 
the first acts of their forefathers, on going into a new place, was to build a place of 
worship snd provide a burial ground. They were fortunate enough in Grimsby to 
have a burial ground, and it wasa duty incam*tent upon them to take such measures 
as would provide them with a house of worship. They had been exceedingly forta- 
nate in getting a gift of land by the liberality of Mr. Heneage, to whom they were 
under a deep debt of obligation ; and he hoped they would strive to show their grati- 
tude to Mr. Heneage by the earnestness with which they now set about appropriating 
the site to the purpose for which it was intended. He urged them to persevere, and 
unitedly and energetically endeavour to speedily give effect to their desires. When 
it was once teen that they were earnes' ly bestirring themselves, he did not doubt 
bat that they would be able to get assistance from some of their wealthier brethren in 
other towvs. If they wanted as a community to win the respect of others they must 
respect themselves ; and no body of men could show greater respect to themselves 
- and their forefathers than by building a place of worship in which to return thanks 
to Almighty God for the blessings vouchsafed to them, (Hear, hear.) In their-case, 
this became doubly a duty in that God had led them to this blessed and peaceful land 
of England, where they were free to worship according to their own faith, none 
daring or seeking to make them afraid. (Hear, hear.) Many of those whom he 
saw before him were foreigners, whom it behoved to show their gratitude for 
their hospitable reception and protection by doing something in return to prove 
their thankfulness to Almighty God who had watched so mercifully over them. 
Other denominations had erected such places at once worthy of themselves and the 
town ; and it would, he thought, be a disgrace to the Jewish community if they 
did not try to follow, although it might of necessity only be in a humble way, the 
example ret to them on all sides. It must be borne in mind that the gift of land 
had been made some time ; that there were conditions attached thereto which would 
speedily take it ont of their hands and restore it tothe original owner, Mr, Heneage, 
unless they showed a disposition to avail themselves of the gift, and that it would 
be but a poor return for the generosity of the worthy Member for Grimsby if they 
did not bestir themselves and take advantage of the offer. He should not like the 
Jews of Grimsby to show that they were wanting in gratitude to Mr. Heneage for 
his generosity, and to this blessed and peaceful land of England, where they so 
richly enjoyed personal freedom and religious equality in the largest measure, — 
| Mr. b. CouEN, the President of the congregation, then moved: “That this 
meeting recognising the necessity of a synagogue in Grimsby, is fully determined 
to do its utmost at once to secure and utilise the plot of so kindly given to the Jewish 
community by Edward Heneage, E3y., M.P., for a synagogue, and to build one as

MELEOURNE 80TH. 


The question of the election of a First Minister of the East Melbourne 
Hebrew Congregation/has been for the present virtually shelved. AsI mentioned in 
my last letter, the three gentlemen who applied forthe position were the Rev. 
Dr. Berlin, of Aria College, the Rev. Mr. Fiirst, of Edinburgh, and the Rev. 
Isidore Myers, of Sandhurst, Victora. In submitting the names of these gentle- 
‘men to the general body of members, the Committee, in accordance with the 
rules of the Congregation, made no recommendation. The general meetings at 
which the matter was considered were very stormy, the bone of contention being 
the amount of salary that should be paid to the successful candidate, and also 
the fact that all the candidates had neglected to obtain Dr. Adler's approval of 
their credentials in terms of the advertisement inviting applications. After 
much discussion it was resoived to postpone the election for six months, and that 
in the meantime advertisements should be inserted for fresh applications accom- 
panied by credentials endorsed by the Chief Rabbi. This, of course, will give 
ample time to the present applicants to get done what is required of them. 

The tenth annual meeting of the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion was held onthe 8th June, the President, Mr. IK. L. Zox, M.P., occupying the chair. 
The roll of the Branch now consists of 112 members, thus placing it fifth in 
point of numbers amongst the many branches of the Association. In their re- 
port the Council state that they have determined to recognize ina suitable manner 
the approaching centenary of Sir Moses Montefiore, and that they have elected a 
sub-committee to arrange a programme of action in unison with other Jewish 
bodies in Melbourne. The following office-bearers (including a large amount 
of new and young blood), were elected for the ensuing year :—President, Mr. E. 
LL. Zox, M.P. ; Treasurer, Mr. M. Moses, M.A.; Hon. Secretary, Mr. N. Barnet ; 
Meinbers of Committee, the Rev. Dr. Abrahams, B.A., and Messrs. I. Barnet, 
J.P., Joseph Levi, N. Levinson, Felix Meyer, M.B., Ch. B., and T. A. Isaacs, LL.B. 

Some little stir has been occasioned in social circles by the announcement 
made by our Melbourne Jewish ministers that they will in future refuse to say 
Grace over, and to sit down to, wedding breakfasts and other banquets that are 
not strictly kosher. The Rev. Dr. Abrahams thus referred to the matter in the 
course of a sermon delivered by him a Sabbath or two ago: “Tt is with very 
great regret that I must say that a duty which should be to me one of the most 
pleasant and gratifying, is rendered by some of my congregants one of the most 
trying and distressing. I ask you, dear brethren, to sympathise with my feel- 
ings when, after performing some of the most sacred ceremonies in connection 
with our religion, I am compelled to quit hastily the festive gathering ; I am 
prevented from reading the Grace after what should be AYyy AID, a solemn and 
religious banquet. I will never spare time or energy or strength to further the 
interests of my congregation, but I will never be induced to act against my 


conscience.’ This is certainly very outspoken, yet withal consistent. 
The matter of keeping a strictly kosher house has received but slight 


attention amongst the higher class of Jews in the Colony, perhaps from the fact 
of difficulties in earlier years, and the remarks made by our ministers have thus 
been rcczived with surprise in circles where the prohibition of eating meat 
with butter, and other Mosaic dietary laws, are looked upon as relics of an age 
of birbarism. |
